Strike Set For Oct. 18 


Salary Dilemma C 


In 1951, the State Armory, which served as the original site of 
what is now Broome Community College, was destroyed by a 
speetacular blaze and the college was faced with a crisis. Students 
and faculty were available but classrooms were not. The problem 
was solved by utilizing the spacious Kalurah Temple as a place 
where the institution could continue. Now a new kind of fire 
threatens this college. During the last few years it was just a small 
spark which seemed to be on the verge of growing into a small 
flame. Last year, the flame burst into existence and since then the 
flame was fanned, and grew into a fire which threatens to go out of 
control at any moment and engulf Broome Community College in 
the most dangerous crisis that this college has had to face. This 
blaze of course, in actuality, is the faculty pay dilemma. The 
situation has grown from bad to worse. 

It is a story which has seen faculty picket lines at this campus, 
the county courthouse, and the Ridley-Lowell School of Business. It 
is a problem which has remained unsolved despite the efforts of a 
mediator and a fact-finder whose recommendations seemed to lean 
to the side of the teachers. It is a tale which has seen Earle Ridley, 
chairman of the County Legislature and part owner of Ridley- 
Lowell School of Business, accused by the teachers of having a 
conflict of interests. The most recent development and the one 
which illustrates the seriousness of the situation is the vote of the — 


Association President Jack Foster, the strike vote was passed by a 
‘“‘sood majority.’”” The magnitude of this issue warrants a closer 
look. It is a story with several intriguing developments. 

The negotiating teams of the faculty and the county failed to 
come to a mutually satisfactory settlement over the 1972-73 con- 
tracts. Both sides were so far apart that a mediator was called in to 
help solve the dispute. The calling of a mediator is normal 


. procedure in cases such as these. However, after a lengthy meeting 
of eight hours which saw no new proposals made and hence no 


progress, an impasse in the negotiations was declared. 

The next step was for a fact-finder to enter into the scene and 
make his recommendations. After listening to both sides and 
studying a survey which showed that Broome Community College 
had the lowest minimum starting salaries for assistant professors, 
associate professors, and professors in New York State Community 
Colleges, the fact-finder, Mr. Richard Rubin, recommended that 
the faculty receive a 9 percent increase. The faculty accepted the 
recommendation. The county did not. Instead, it offered a 5.5 per 
cent increase. Thus far, neither side has budged from its proposals. 

The negotiating teams, which have spent long but fruitless hours 
trying tosolve the issue, are set up in the following ways. First, the 
county negotiating team is picked by the Chairman of the 
Legislature, Mr. Earle Ridley. On the county side we have the 
County Personnel Director, the County Attorney, two BCC 
Trustees, and two County legislators. The team of faculty 
negotiators is comprised of a member of the Faculty Salary 
Review Committee, a member of the Faculty Personnel Policy 
Committee, the Chairman of the Faculty Association, and finally, 
two representatives elected by the Faculty Association as a whole. 

One of the major developments of this dispute has been the 
faculty’s contention that Mr. Ridley has a conflict of interests. The 
teachers feel that this situation has arisen because of Mr. Ridley’s 
influence with the county negotiators and his part ownership of the 
Ridley-Lowell School of Business. The Business Department is the 
second largest curriculum offered at BCC. The teachers say that a 
man who owns a school that competes with BCC and at the same 
time holds a degree of influence on the welfare of this college has a 
conflict of interests. When Faculty Association Chairman Foster 
was asked if formal charges would be brought against Ridley, he 
said that the matter was being studied and if charges were made, 
they would be filed with the state Attorney General’s office. The 
‘conflict’ issue has also been raised by James J. Zungali, Ridley’s 
Democratic challenger in the November 7 elections. More recently, 
the issue was re-raised by Joseph Garbarino (D-5th District County 
Legislator) who has brought the matter to the Broome County 
Board of Ethics. 

And still another questionable action on the part of the county 
has occurred. According to Community College Law, the Board of 
Trustees prepares and submits the college budget to the county 
legislature. The county then approves the budget and returns the 
approved budget-to the Trustees. In turn, the Trustees send the new 
budget to the state. This year, however, the process got twisted 

“around somewhat. The county legislature prepared a budget of 
their own’ Meanwhile, the Trustees were busy following the law 
and preparing their budget. So now there were two budgets. The 
county budget had provisions for a 5.5 per cent raise while the 


“if what they considér to be a 


reasonable settlement does not materialize. According to Faculty a 
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trustees had included a 9 percent increase in their budget. The 
trustees can only send one budget to Albany because the state 
would simply return the two budgets and wait for the trustees to 
make up their minds on which budget to send. The state is able to 
accept only one budget and since both would be rejected, the ' 
college would receive no state_aid if a single budget wasn’t - 
‘received by the geo dine date. The absence.of this aid from Albany 
wou d closé BCC for" the year; So the Board of Trustees were 


aS vv Sprupinledugthz a dilefrinta, They couldn’t send their own budget to 


the capital because there was no guarantee that the county would 
come through with their aid which was required to make the 
trustees budget fiscally feasible. The trustees were thus forced into 
approving the County’s budget and sending it northward. So it is 
evident that the process of preparing a budget for this Community 
College was completely reversed. The way in which this year’s 
budget was submitted and approved appears to be completely 
contrary tothe process set up under the law. 

A Student Liaison Committee has been set up by the Faculty 
Association. The purpose of this newly-formed group will be to 
acquaint the students with the facts in this issue. One of the possible 
activities that Student Leaders may set up is a series of student 
meetings and teach-ins. Jack Foster stated in an interview that the 
actions taken by the student body will be decided by the students 
alone and that the faculty shall have no influence on the student 
actions. 

A ray of hope seemed to surface recently when faculty picket 
signs were lowered as an act of good faith in response to an in- 
formal meeting between County Personnel director, Kenneth 
Meade and Jack Foster. The two gentlemen quite probably in- 
vestigated the possibility of the two negotiating teams to meet 
again and further explore other means of settling the dispute. 

If a strike does take place, then what happens to the students? In 
case of a short strike, the time missed will be easily made up. 
However, grave problems would result if a strike lasts indefinitely. 
A strike is the last thing that all parties concerned want. The 
student has made an investment in his education and he or she does 
not wish to see his money wasted. The teachers would be fined two 
days’ pay for each day the strike exists, according to the Taylor 
Law. Broome County Executive Edwin Crawford has threatened to 
enforce this law to its fullest extent. Ridley and Crawford also 
would hate to see a strike. This year they both are up for re-election 
and a faculty strike would have an adverse effect on the voters in 
Broome County, many of whom either attend BCC or have children 
studying here. Only one teacher strike has taken place in the 
history of New York State Junior Colleges. This strike occurred at 
Ulster Community, College and lasted two days.

In recent years this institution has been labeled by many as 
‘Front Street High’’. This stigma is, in some ways, well earned. 

One reason, and probably the most important, for this 
appellation is the apathy which has reigned for so long at BCC with 
no challengers except for a few frustrated individuals who have 
tried to make changes at this school and have attempted to round 
out their educational experience through involvement in the 
extracurricular activities available to the student. The vast 
majority of BCC students have failed to show an active interest in 
the activities which usually thrive on other college campuses. 

The student usually attends college for one purpose: to get an 
academic education so that he will be able to “make it’’ in a 
competitive world. But there is another type of education available 
here and it may be obtained by joining one of the many 
organizations at BCC. 

By working in a club, a person meets new people, has new 
experiences, and learns more about himself. Hence, we have a 
more well-rounded student. The oft-uttered excuse that “there 
aren’t any good activities” is now a bit antiquated. Just one glance 
at the list of clubs in the Student Handbook will refute this charge. 

In Graham Nash’s ‘‘Chicago,”’ Nash says “we can change the 
world.”’ But I fail to see how this will ever come to pass if students 
like those at BCC continue to fall victim to the syndrome of 
disinterest. How does anyone dare think that we could change the 
world when we can’t even get things moving on campus. We have 
no choice but to get involved and find out what college life is all 
about. So let us decide. Will we enlist with the legions of apathy 
which have thus far been victorious or are we going to meet new 
people, have new experiences, and obtain the fulfillment which 
sometimes goes along with being in an_ extracurricular 
organization. 

Joining up with a club will not only help us, but this action will 
also help the organizations improve and it will help transform BCC 
intoa plice which would have more than just an excellent academic 
program. 

Two things make a club successful: money and interested 


_ people. The money is there. Now let us hope the students will arrive 


also. 

. Maybe this year we will rid ourselves of the ‘Front Street High” 
image and commence to earn another label; that label being 
‘‘Broome Community College.” 


Faculty Pay 


For the few that haven’t heard, the teachers at BCC are locked in 
a struggle with the Broome County Legislature over the size of this 
year’s pay increase. It is obvious to most people that the teachers 
have had it stuck to them by the legislature for years and are now 
uniting in vigorous protest at the treatment. 


The issue of 5.5 per cent or9 per cent is one that is being argued in . 


more places than one would care to count. The things that are not 
being brought to light are the options open to teachers when the 
county tells them to take 5.5 per cent and lump it. 

The first option open to the teachers and the one being talked up 
the loudest is a strike beginning October 18. In my opinion, ‘the 
majority of the teachers will vote against strike for fear of the 
Taylor Law being held over their heads by the legislature. 

Ruling out strike, the teachers can consider the possibility of 
failing a large percentage of the student body (say 90 per cent) 
who, having failed out of school, would mot pay their second term 
tuition. This would force the county to pay the remainder of the 
teachers’ contracts out of taxpayers’ money and would probably 


cause the largest group of irate citizens seen in this county since the * 


sales tax was enacted. There is no doubt that this idea would be 
effective in bringing the county around, but here again the very 
radical nature of the idea will rule it out among the majority of the 
teachers. : 

The third option, and the one which will inevitably win out, will 
be a massive shift to a “‘give a shit’’ attitude. This is not something 
which will be discussed openly or voted upon. It will not even be 
done through conscious effort. It will be a virus which will infect a 
small number and slowly spread until the whole level of education 
at Broome deteriorates to the level the county is paying for and 
BCC will be just another ‘‘fair’’ junior college. 
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What is your opinion on the 
impending teachers’ strike? 


Doug Rhodes (BT ’73): I think 
the teachers should get their 
raise-in pay. After all, Broome is 
supposed to be one of the best 
community colleges in the state. 


However, I don’t think the 
teachers should strike on the 
students’ time because the 


students paid for that time.

Irene Campo, director of 
health services and the campus 
nurse at Broome Community 
College, has been named 
chairman of a newly formed 
committee of the 
American’ College Health 
Association. It is the Committee 
for Community and Junior 
Colleges. - 

The growing need for expanded 
health services at two-year 


» colleges has made it necessary to 


organize the community and 
junior college personnel into an 
organization of their own, Mrs. 
Campo said. 

“Many college administrators 
and the general public are still 
not aware that changes in student 
habits in recent years have 
placed a greater emphasis on a 
properly manned health service 
center,” she added. 

Mrs. Campo pointed out five 
reasons for, this change: 


+ The number of students in 
two-year colleges has increased 
tremendously. ‘‘The student body 
at Broome CC, for example, has 
more than doubled in the last 10 
years,” she noted. 


+ Many students don’t have 
family physicians, even though 
most commtunity college students 
live at home. The shortage of 
doctors has created this 


situation, and the physicians in 
the colleges’ health centers help 
these students by giving them 
‘initial treatment and frequently 
referring them to local 
physicians. : 


+ Many two-year colleges 
have a sizeable number of out-of- 
town students, including Broome. 


+ Increase in the use of drugs 
among young people has placed a 
heavy strain on many two-year 
college health service areas. 


+ Today’s sexual 
permissiveness has created 
many side effects, such as an 
increase in venereal disease, 
pregnancy, emotional and 
behavioral problems. 


- “The health service areas do 
much more than simply treat 
students after they become sy Ne 
Mrs. Campo pointed out. “We 
strive to prevent the problems 
from developing — by educating 
the students to care for 
themselves, physically, 
emotionally, \sexually, and jin 
regard to drugs also. It has 
become a big job.” 


Mrs. Campo has been at BCC 
for eight years, following 13 
years of hospital nursing 
experience in the operating room 
and on the floors. She is a native 
of Binghamton, currently living 
in Vestal, and she isa graduate of 
Keuka College. 


She recently received her 
Masters degree in counseling 
education at the University of 
Scranton, so that she combines 
nursing and counseling 
competence in her position. 


One of the reasons she was 
selected to head the new 
committee, she said, was that 
Broome Community College has 
been one of the leaders in the 
development of a strong program 
of health services for students.

With the beginning of a new 
school year, Broome Community 
College’s staff of professional 
counselors would like to weleome 
both the freshmen and seniors to 
school. 

The Counseling and Student 
Development Center, as it is 
officially called, is ready to serve 
in several ways. 

Individual counseling is

Although they 
‘ean't make the decisions for you, 
counselors can, through 
interviewing and-testing, help an 
undecided student with 
occupational development.

The Executive Committee of 
the nation’s largest individual- 
member association of college 
students, the Student National 
Education Association, today 
endorsed Sen. George McGovern 
for the presidency, noting that his 
record ‘‘shows his commitment 
to our country’s youths and their 
concerns.’ This was the first 
time the organization, which this 
year is composed largely of new 
voters, has backed a presidential 
candidate. 

Thomas D. Creighton, 
president of the 80,000-member 
organization, announced the 
endorsement of the McGovern- 
Shriver ticket by the Student 
NEA’s 12-member Executive 
Committee at a news conference 
in the Statler-Hilton Hotel. At the 
same time, the 22-year-old youth 
leader from Lincoln, Nebr., 
declared that ‘‘we are appalled at 


Mini-Courses 
Are Available 


A Series of 38 ‘‘mini’’ courses 
will start at Broome Community 
College on Wednesday night 
(Sept. 20), with such interesting 
titles as “What You Always 
Wanted to Know’ About 
Government, But Were Afraid to 
Ask,” ‘‘On Being a Gatekeeper,” 
and “‘I’m OK, You’re OK.” 

These non-credit courses will 
run for three or six weeks each, 
will not have any homework or 
exams, and are open to anyone in

These courses represent a 
widely diverse set of interest, as 
the three mentioned above 
indicate. ‘‘What You Always 
Wanted to Know . . .,” for 
example, is a course about 
government in the United States. 

“Gatekeeper” is described as a 
course’ for “bartenders, 
beauticians, neighborhood 
friends or family members who 
find themselves being the good 
listener - to. people with 
problems.”’ 

“I’m OK, You’re OK”’ is an 
introduction to transactional 
analysis, which is described as 
an “‘approach to understanding 
human relations.” 

The wide scope of offerings 
also includes such courses as 
“Comic Art in America,’’ 
“Anatomy of an Automobile,’’ 
“Basic Elements of- Interior 
“‘Urban Problems,’’ 
“Knowing Nature,’’ “Enjoying 
Broome County’s Past,’’ ‘‘Studio 
Art’”’ and “How to Use a Slide 
Rule.” 

Enrollment fees vary for $7 to 
$25, depending on the course and 
how many times it meets. 
Reduced rates are available for 
married couples, persons over 62 
and fulltime BCC students. 

These mini courses are part of 
the college’s Resource 
Development Program (RDP), 
which is conducted by the 
Division of Continuing 
Education. 

Carleton S. Everett, dean of 
the division, said that 15 of the 
courses in this series of 38 are 
being given for the first time. He 
expects a total enrollment of 
about 1500 students. Another 
series of mini courses will start 
on Nov. 1.

the Vietnam war and _ its 
atrocities,’ Creighton said. ‘“‘He 
was one of the first candidates to 
honestly listen to what youths 
were saying and was the leader 
in efforts to involve all of 
America’s interests in the 
political process.”’ 

The young Nebraskan noted 
‘that McGovern had championed

Plans to be announced 


the Republicans. in contrast, 
McGovern “‘did not bus us around 
to applaud for him as Richard 
Nixon did in Miami.”’ 

“We find it disconcerting,” 
Creighton continued, “‘that the 
Nixon Administration placed an 
extremely low priority on youth 
involvement for 40 months and 
then in the 6 months before re- 
election time, that position was 
reversed in an effort to win 
another four years in the White 
House.” 


Referring to the ‘‘now 
infamous statement” President 
Nixon was -reported to have 
made, Creighton said: ‘‘George 
McGovern will not refer to this 
country’s youth leaders as bums, 
and George McGovern’s vice 
president will most assuredly not 
become a vehicle to stymie 
youthful leaders.”

When Cecil Tyrell retired as 
president of Broome C.C. last 
spring, it left a void which will be 
difficult to fill. A committee of 
administrators, teachers, and 
students are presently sifting 
through hundreds of candidates 
for the vacated office. In the 
interim, Herbert L. Durst, Dean 
of the College, has been 
appointed acting president. 

Dean Durst, a graduate of 
Drexel Institute of Technology 
has been at Broome since 1948 
except for a short span from 1952- 
1955 when he worked for I.B.M. 
He taught Mechanical 
Technology until his appointment 
to the post of Chairman of the 
Mechanical and Civil Technology 
Department. He served in this 


capacity for three years until. 


July 1, 1965 when he was 
appointed to his present post as 
Dean of the College. 

Dean Durst is married and has 
two sons and three daughters. 


His association with the college- 
has brought both sons and two of 
his daughters to Broome thus far. 
One son took Business 
Administration and transferred 
to SUNY Albany. wheré he 
obtained his Bachelors’ in 
Business Administration last 
June. His second son attended

Technology student before 
transferring to the College of 
Forestry. He also graduated last 
June. His oldest daughter came 
to Broome for a short time before 
entering the Army and his 
daughter Cora Lie is registered 
as a freshman in Liberal Arts. A 
younger daughter is attending 
public school. 


The Dean’s leisure hours are 
spent in pursuit of many and 
varied activities. He is an avid 
sports enthusiast during both 
summer and winter seasons — 
he skis both on water and snow, 
enjoys sailing, canoeing, fishing 
and hunting. His involvement 


with target shooting includes 
rifle, pistol, and bow plus loading 
his own rounds and making his’ 
own bow. During the growing 
season, the Dean can be found in 
his garden. He grows both 
vegetables and flowers and has 
fruit trees planted. 


The activity which seems to 
hold the most interest for Dean 
Durst is wood working.

Environmental Bond 
Supporters Organize 


Formation of a Student Bond Coalition to work 
on high school and college campuses in support 
of the $1.15 billion environmental Quality Bond 
Act was announced today, and three co- 
chairmen were named to serve through the 
November election. 

Appointees announced by Edward B. Kramer, 
Executive Director, are:

The Student Bond Coalition will function as 
part of the 1972 Environmental Bond Coalition, 
an organization of forty-one leading state-wide 
groups which are conducting a citizen campaign 
to gain support for the measure on November 7. 

The Student Bond Coalition will serve as a 
focal point around which other student groups 
can pool their resources with the Environmental 
Bond Coalition and look for guidance in 
developing informational materials. 

Mr. Meserole, as a spokesman for the group, 
said that he and his cochairmen would 
coordinate student campaign activities on 
various campuses throughout the coming weeks 
by “‘first encouraging students to register and 
then letting them know about Proposition One. 

We believe that if students know how the bond 
act can help care for New York State’s 
environment, they will support it,’’ he said. 

He added that his group would be assisted by 
nine regional coordinators who will seek 
additional volunteers to help pull- together the 
activities on campuses in their areas.

If passed by the voters, the Environmental 
Quality Bond Act will over the next 10 years 
provide: 

— $650 million to help communities construct 
new sewage treatment facilities; 

— $175 million to help communities begin 
recycling their solid waste, with emphasis on 
new technology to replace landfill operations 
and open dumps; 

— $175 million to acquire forest preserve 
lands, wetlands and other unique areas that 
could otherwise be lost to developers; and 

— $150 million to abate air pollution from state 
and municipal hospitals, incinerators and other 
public facilities. 

The bond act is essentially a piece of local 
assistance legislation, with 81 per cent of its 
funds reserved for localities to help them solve 
their own environméntal problems. All bond act 
funds are for new projects, not for salaries, 
operating expenses or past construction.
